a  former  Professor  in  that  School;  distinguished  for  his  investigations  of  stresses 
in  steel  and  of  strength  of  materials;  discoverer  of  the  "Exponential  Law  of  Fatigue 
Phenomena."  He  was  awarded  the  Chanute  Medal  in  1915  by  the  Western  Society 
of  Ejigineers  for  the  best  paper  in  Civil  Engineering.
